lf Hongkong’s area is not very 
large, the production of » history 
ofthe Colony from its inception, 


Jeven in the most condensed form, 


is a very considerable under- 
taking. The Government’ bas 
just imsaed a oompact volume 
ander the title of an “ Historical 
and Statistical Abstract of the 
Polony of Hocgkong, 1841-1920.” 
The publication was started in 
1905, and io 1911 an enlarged 
edition was published. with the 
intention that it should appear 
decennially, hence the present 
volume. Naturally, the events 
bave to be detailed in what may 
be termed skeleton form—con- 
siderations of space preclude the 
narrative style; but withjn the 
compass of a single volume of 
modest dimensions will be found 
achronicle of tha leading occur- 
rences year by yest. We'say in 
“ skeleton form ” bacause there is 
no room to enlarge “upon the 
various topics, despite which the 
compilers have asgembled a re- 
markebdle quantity of information.

In his reply to the question 
asked by Xr. Stanley Holmes. 
Mr. Shortt (the Home Secretary) 
first referred to the contraversy 
aroused by his action in dis- 
charging “ a painful and difficul:

Dealing with the criticism that
